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LIEUTENANT UsHER reports to the Navy Depart- 
ment, October 29, the close of the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion, on October 24, and the shipment of the Navy 
exhibits to the Navy-yard, New York. He states 
that during his stay in St. Louis he met with every 
courtesy and kindness from the officials of the Ex- 
position and the citizens generally, and that in his 
opinion, the Service has been benefited by exhibiting 
the nautical objects of interest. 








Tue absorption of Brunswick by Prussia, and the 
choice of Prince ALBERT as Regent of Brunswick, is 
a virtual extinction as sovereign princes of the 
@veLrus, whose history as a princely family can be 
traced back to the Italy of the ninth century, pre- 
vious to their emigration to Germany two centuries 
later. The descent of the present royal family of 
England and the ducal line of Brunswick; 
through the GuELPH princess KUNIGUNDE, who 
early in the eleventh century married ALBERT Azzo, 
prince of Este. 








Tue London Times alludes to a suppressed de- 
spatch sent by Lord Wotsetey from Egypt com- 
plaining that certain officers in command of bat- 
talions in the army under his orders were so unfit 
for the discharge of their duties and responsibilities 
that he was compelled to keep the battalions thus 
handicapped in rear, because he could not expose 
the officers and men to the consequences of the gross 
incapacity of their colonels. This is presented as 
an illustration of the evils of the system of promo- 
tion by semority. 








Pore Leo XIII. is evidently in demand for the 
arbitrament of international and governmental 
questions. The submission to him of the Oarolines 
dispute has been followed, it is said, by the applica- 
tion of ex-Empress EvGENrz to know whom she shall 
favor as a candidate for the throne of France. The 
problem thus put by her might be more puzzling if 
it required a direct answer, than the one referred to 
the Papal See at the instance of the German Chan- 
cellor. The Oarolines affair could be sent to jurists 
skilled in international law for their examination 
and opinion ; but the relict of NAPOLEON III. evi- 
dently desires the personal guidance of His Holi- 
ness in the hypothetical case she puts. The queries 
propounded by women are occasionally as difficult 
to answer as those of diplomats. 








Tae French Government sent a transport from 
Brest to Algiers at a cost of $60,000 to carry 600 
men to Tonquin, but forgot to communicate with 
the colony on the subject. So the captain of the 
transport was obliged to return without these troops, 
Which was fortunate for the men if not for the 
Government as Tonquin has not proven a field of 
glory. The loss in men has been 3,000, and 
$80,000,000 is the estimate of expenses. Besides 
this, the French forces are reduced to such a state 
of debility that they were unable to prevent the 
ateassination of 24,000 of the native Christians, in 
Whose behalf they had ostensibly interfered. This 
tlaughter in September was followed by the mas- 
sacre of 8,000 more Christians-close to General Dx 
Courcy's outposts. Contrary to expectation, the 
Spahis from Africa suffered more from the climate 
of Tonquin than the French, but this aceords with 








experience elsewhere. The French have succeeded 


but little better in Madagascar, and are considering 
the subject of confining their operations there to hold- 
ing and fortifying a few points along the coast. 

‘Is there any such thing as an ‘epidemic of assassi- 
nation ?’” asks a reader, referring to the fact that 
the attempt to murder the Danish premier EstTRup, 
was followed so soon by an attack upon the French 
minister Dz Freyornct. We should reply that there 
is explanation enough of such: affairs in the simple 
ground that in these days the news of any sensa- 
tional event is carried quickly from one country to 
another and told at every street corner, where, very 
likely, an unbalanced mind may find in it the sug- 
gestion of a way to that outbreak of violence to 
which he feels impelled. We do not even see it to be 
established that the affair in Copenhagen led to the 
one in Paris. At all events, the epidemic element 
in such matters seems to mainly consist in the 
spreading of news. 3 














Tue British force to be sent from Rangoon to 
operate in Burmah will consist of 10,000 men under 
the command of Major General PENDERGAST; the 
twin-screw, armor-plated, and stern-wheel paddle- 
boats, specially constructed in England for the Nile 
Expedition, and of which thereis a large number 
ready for service, have been offered by the Ad- 
miralty to the Indian Government for service on 
the Irrawaddy. THEEBAW recently held a meeting 
of his generals, declared that he would lead the 
army in person, and asked the generals if any were 
afraid to fight the English.” All declared their readi- 
ness, and expressed confidence in the result of war. 
In view of the probable dethronement of THEEBAW, 
not on account of his enormous cruelties but of his 
commercial exactions, a correspondent reminds us 
of the Ameindan, or royal edict with which his 
father, MINDONE MIN THE Firta, ‘‘ Founder of Re- 
ligion,” introduced this precious wretch to his sub- 
jects and to mankind: 

My royal son, Prince Thee Baw, Thathira-mahaopamma- 
raza, who is descended directly from the Kongbong dynasty, 
which is connected lineally with the wan race, which 
bad its origin in —_ ka Mokha, of the most puissant 
Maha Thamada line, the real offspring of the Sun, having 
finished his education and three examina- 
tions, with d of honor in the three Pitagats, tnereb 
gaining and displaying much knowledgein matters bo’ 
spiritual and temporal, rende: him replete with wisdom, 
manl wer, and mental ability, and thus conspicuously 
qualified ~ ep A == Sy as spare oo, and aoe 
to render aid in protecting the cause of religion and in con- 
duc the affairs of the iom, he is nominated Ain 
Shay Min, heir apparent to the throne, with the full os 
and usual surroun of such a position, such as ps, 
elephants, horses, and weapons. 

This puff of the young prince, proclaimed by 
order in the Ninth Waning Moon of Thawtholin, or 
in September, 1878, was about as unqualified as is 
the average recommendations of a man for an 
American post-office, by his fellow townsman. It 
was so ill-deserved, however, that should THzxBaw 
be dethroned the great desire of his people would 
probably be to have a successor as little like him as 


possible. 


LoD WOLSELEY is said to be engaged on a ‘‘Life of 
MARLBOROUGH,” in whose experience he perhaps 
finds something of a parallel for his own, for JoHN 
CHUROHILL owed his early advancement less to his 
own merits than to the influence of his sister Ara- 
BELLA, who was the mistress of the Duke of York. 
He was made Earl of MARLBOROUGH for the service 
he rendered WiLi1AM of Orange, in persuading ANNE, 
the daughter of James II. to waive her superior 
claim to the throne on his behalf. He was so adroit 
courtier that he succeeded in retaining the confi- 
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dence of James while intriguing against him. He 
was, in short, as adroit as a statesman and courtier, 
as he was able and successful as a military com- 
mander, and was so devout a worshipper of the 
flesh pots that at the time of his death in 1722, at 
the age of 72, he enjoyed an income of $350,000, 
exclusive of royal gifts. THacKERAY, who at one 
time thought of writing a life of MARLBOROUGH, 
held to the opinion that his success in the field was 
largely due to Prince Eugene. We fear that Worse- 
LEY’s utmost ambition can never hope to equal the 
influence the MARLBOROUGHS obtaitied over Queen 
ANNE, when, according to Horace WALPOLB, “‘ the 
Duchess became so presumptuous that she would 
give the Queen her gloves to hold ; and on taking 
them again, would affect suddenly to turn her hand 
away, asif her royal mistress has perspired.some 
disagreeable effluvia.” 








From Warwickshire, England, a correspondent 
writes as follows : 
chesaipeake, ia I bad w very queer woratch cre, may 
be so, but is there not some doubt on the point? James, 
the historian, says that most of the old crew entered é 
and that as to new hands offering—the best were picked and 
“*8 out of 5 rejected, so fastidious were the officers.” 

THEODORE ROosEVELT, in his “History of the 
Naval War of 1812,” shows clearly how unreliable 
JAMES is as an historian of American affairs, how- 
ever reliable he may be concerning British transao- 
tions. Any of JAMEs’s unsupported statements 
about the Americans are not worth the paper they 
are written upon. As to the Chesapeake, Roosx- 
VELT shows that just previous to her encounter 
with the Shannon most of her crew, their two 
years being up, had left, dissatisfied with the ship’s 
ill-luck and angry at not having received their due 
share of prize money. The attractions presented 
by the numerous privateers made it very difficult to 
get sailors and many foreigners had to be shipped, 
including about forty British and a number of Por- 
tuguese, who were particularly troublesome, one of 
them nearly producing a mutiny. There was a 
nucleus of good men from the Constitution’s old 
crew and from. those who had been with the Chesa- 
peake ou’ ler former voyage. 

The officers were most of them new to the ship, 
and the third and fourth lieutenants were midship- 
men acting in this capacity. The third lieutenant, 
W. S. Cox, was subsequently court-martialled for 
deserting his post when the vessel wes boarded, and 
the foreign mercenaries and raw natives deserted 
their quarters, and many of the crew and one mid- 
shipman, DeForest, followed the lead of the Portu- 
guese boatswain’s mate, who removed the gratings 
to the berth deck and ran below. ‘‘In short,” says 
Roosrvett, ‘‘the Shannon was very greatly 
superior, thanks to her careful training, to the 
average British frigate of her rate, while the Chesa- 
peake, owing to her having a raw and inexperienced 
crew, was decidedly inferior to the average Ameri- 
can frigate of the same strength.” In hi» ‘‘ Querres 
Maritimes” (vol..11, p. 272), M. DE LA GRAVIERE 
says substantially the same thing, viz.: ‘the Shan- 
non had eruised for eighteen months on the coast 
of America; the Chesapeake was leaving port. One 
had a crew long accustomed to habits of striet obe- 
dience; the other was manned by men who had just 
been engaged in mutiny.” If our correspondent will 
turn to page 277 of Sir Howarp Dove.as’s Naval 
Gunnery he will find a foot-note which illustrates 
Jamers’s inaccuracy of statement concerning the ea- 
gagement between the (>esapeake and Shannon. 
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THE ARMY OF BELGIUM, 

THE cavalry of the Belgium 
Army consists of 8 regiments 
(2 of Chasseurs a cheval, 2 of 
Guides and 4 of Lancers). Each 
regiment comprises 4 active 
squadrons and 1 reserve squad- 
ron. The artillery includes 7 
regiments (@ field and 8 fort- 
ress), besides 1 company each 
of pontoniers, artificers, work - 
men, and armorers. The Ist 
and 3d field regiments bave 
each 8 mounted batteries and 
2 reserve battvries, of which 
one serves as depot. The 2d 
and 4th regiments have each 7 
moufted batteries, 2 horse 
batteries and 1 reserve battery 
serving as depot. Each bat- 
tery has 6 guns. The regi- 
ments of fortress artillery con- 
sist, each, of 16 siege batteries, 
1 reserve battery, and 1 depot 
company. The engineers con- 
sist of 1 regiment of 3 battal- 
ions of 4companies each and 
a depot, and 5 special com- 
panies (1 of railway troops, 1 
of field telegraphists, 1 of fort- 
ress telegrapbists and artifi- 
cers, 1 of pontoniers, and 1 of 
workmen). The train forms 
a battalion of 7 companies, of 
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In time of war the Belgian 
Ary is divided into two portions—the field army and 
the army of Antwerp. The field army forms twoarmy 
corps of two divisions of two brigades each, besides 
an independent cavulry division. This army has an 
effective of 56,000 infantry, 7,000 cavalry, and 300 
guns. The armyof Antwerp comprises one (the 5th) 
division of two brigades, and has a total effective of 
44,000, with 800 guns (reserve and fortress artillery). 
This division would also, in case of need, join the 
Belgian field army, or aid in the formation of addi- 
tional field forces with the Garde civique.

RECENT DEATHS. 


GENERAL James Lowry DoNALpson, formerly @ 
distinguished officer of the U. S. Army, died, Nov. 
4, 1885. at his home in Baltimore, Md., in the seventy- 
first year of his age. General Donaldson entered the 
Military Academy in 1832, was graduated, July, 1836, 
and promoted 2d lieutenant, 34 U. 8. Artillery; ser- 
ved in the Florida War, was transferred to the Ist 
Art. in 1837, and in 18388 was promoted Ist lieutenant. 
During the Mexican War he served with especial 
distinction, receiving the brevets of captain and 
major for gallant and meritorious conduct at Mon- 
terey and Buena Vista. In 1847 he was appointed 
captain and asst. quartermaster, U. S. A., and from 
that time forward rendered efficient service in that 
department. On May 14, 1861, he was brevetted lieu- 
tenant-colonel (services not specified), and on Au- 
gust 3 of that year was promoted major and quar- 
termaster. He received the brevets of colonel and 
brigadier general, September 17, 1864, for distin- 
guished and important services in the Quartermas- 
ter's Department in the campaign terminating in 
the capture of Atlanta, Ga., and the brevet of major 
general in 1865 for faithful and meritorious services 
in the Q.-M. D. during the war. On July 28, 1866, 
he was promoted colonel and assistant quartermas- 
ter general, and was retired from active service, 
March 15, 1869, for disability contracted in the line of 
duty. On January 1, 1874, he resigned from the 
Army. He leaves a widow. 

General Donaldson had literary tastes, and was 
the author of ‘“‘ Sergeant Atkins, a tale of adventure, 
founded on facts during the Florida War against the 
Seminole Indians.” 

Tue funeral of the late Rear Admiral J. C. P. De 
Krafft, U.S. N., who died on Thursday, Oct. 29, took 
place at St. John’s Church, Oct. 31, and was largely 
attended by his many close friends in the Army and 
Navy and civil life. The pall bearers were Rear 
Admirals Peirce Crosby, 8S. P.- Quackenbush, and 
Francis A. Roe, Commodore Walter W. Queen, Pay 
Director Thomas H. Looker, Medical Inspector New- 
ton L. Bates, Chief Engineer Philip Inch, U.S. N., 
and Major William B. Slack, Marine Corps.

There will be sham battles, torpedo exercises and 
fleet drills, practic? at target, breaking chains, boat 
drills, and several expeditions into the interior of the 
country, and the landing of men on the coast under 
heavy fire; in short, the performance of all the naval 
feats sup to be possible in actual service.

The Tennes- 
see, Galena, Despatch, Powhatan, Swatara, and 
Yantic will in all probability participate in the 
drill, with any additional vessels that can be got 
there, the new despatch boat Dolphin being one of 
the possible additions. When these demonstrations 
are concluded the regular vessels of the squadron 
will be distributed through the West Indies and 
along the Spanish Main.

OBSTRUCTIONS IN FIRE ARMS. 


THe Heath gunnery experiments, which have 
been in progress near Philadelphia for the past two 
years, have just been concluded. Greener, of Bir- 
minghan). and “Stonehenge,” editor of the Field, 
London, have asserted that obstructions in firearms 
are not very dangerous. Captain W. McK. Heath 
denied this, and declared that all “ obstructions” in 
loaded guns were “ unadvisable and generally dan- 
gerous,”’ and his tests prove clearly that when guns 
are accidentally plugged with such substances as 
mud, sand, snow, beeswax, cosmoline, lard. and tal- 
low, the guns are almost certain to burst. These ex- 
periments have necessitated the firing of over 2,000 


shots from shotguns, rifles, and muskets, with 
careful attention to details. The facts shown 
by these experiments are familiar to  ord- 
nance officers, but accidents occur daily be. 
cause the people are ignorant of the dan- 
ger. Most of Heath's guns were of the strongest 


kind. About thirty of them burst in these experi- 
ments he has given to the Franklin Institute, and 
they are now in the Novelties Exhibition.

— wil! not afford the Army all the possibilities to 
»e Obtained in this campaign. 

Your editonal comments on this subject in your 
issue of Oct. 17, cover everything the Army cau 
hope for orexpect from the coming Congress, VIZ.‘ 
the *“*Manderson bill,” and ‘increased compensa- 
tion for length of service,’ to the whole Army, 43 
was contemplated by both the Davis and the Fin- 
nerty bills of last Congress; both are good. | 

The “ Manderson bill’ can have no opposition, 43 
it is essentially framed to complete and perfect the 
organization of the infantry arm of the Service 
without any specified regard for the interest of the 
officers who may or who may not be benefited there- 
by. The promotions that may follow are merely incl- 
dental and applicable to present conditions only. 
The close of. any future war may find the higher 
rades of the Army filled with young and_able- 
odied men. There will then be as much discon- 
tent over slow promotions as there is now in the 
cavalry and artillery. oS 

A young man can enjoy increased rank with little 
care forthe increased compensation tbat follows, % 
it harmonizes with a general feeling of growth. But 
an old officer with a larger family requires increase 
compensation to follow length of service where pro- 
motion has failed to come. It is not only proper and 
just, but to the manifest interest of the Seryice that 
it should be so. 

As stated in a former communication the work 00 
this measure, conferring increased compensauion for 
length of service, where promotion is delayed or 
stopped as applying to the whole Army, 18 already 
completed and at hand. The opportunity shoulé 
not be lost by delaying action or with holding effort’ 
to its completion. It will be but “casting an anchor 
to the windward” which is no more than a part 0 
wisdom.

g21. The superintendent wi'l cause a minute and critica 
inspection to be made of every recruit received at a depot 

ithin two days after his arrival ; and should any recruit be 
found unfit for service, or to have been enlisted contrary 
to law or regulations, he shall assemble a board of inspec- 
tion to examine into the case. If a concealed defect should 
become manifest in. a recruit who has passed the prescri 
examination at the depot, his case will be reported by the 
commanding officer of the depot to the Adjutant General, 
accompanied A the statement of the depot surgeon. Re- 
eruits whose enlistments involved no fraud on their part are 
entitled to pay and allowances, including travelling allow- 
ances, when discharged on certificates of disability . 

$23. In all cases of cejection on account of disability the 
reasons therefor will be fully stated in a special report to be 
made by the board, in which it should be clearly shown 
whether or not the enlistment of the recruit involved fraud 
on his part ; whether the cause of rejection existed prior to 
enlistment, and when, where, and by whom the recruit was 
enlisted ; also whether, in the opinion of the board, the dis- 
qualifying cause might have been discovered by the re- 
cruiting officer or the examining surgeon had duecare been 
exercised. This report, together with the surgeon’s certifi- 
cate of disability and the original form for examining a 
recruit, will be forwarded, through the superintendent, by 
the commandant of the depot to the Adjutant General. In 
all such cases the commanding officer will cause the arti- 
eles of clothing which may have have been issued to the 
recruit, with the price of each article, to be indorsed on the 
certificate of disability. It the recommendation of the 
board for the discharge of the recruit be approved, the 
authority therefor will be indorsed on the certificate, which 
will be sent back to be filled up and signed by the com- 
manding officer, who will return the same to the Adjutant 
General’s Office. 

2464. Every enlisted man discharged as a minor, or for 
other cause involving fraud on his part in the enlistment, 
shal] forfeit all pay and allowances, including travelling 
allowances, due at the time of discharge, and shall not 
receive final statements.

REPORT OF COMMISSARY GENERAL. 


CoMMISSARY GENERAL MACFEELY in his annual re- 
port renews his recommendation for legislation au- 
thorizing the enlistment of a cook for each com- 
pany. troop, and battery, and for each of the general 
recruiting depots, anda baker for each garrisoned 
post in the Service. He is convinced that skilled 
men of this character are necessary for preserving 
the health and promoting the comfort and efficiency 
of the enlisted men of the Army. He quotes from 
his last annual report the arguments made in sup- 
port of this recommendation. He also recommends 
that the existing orders limiting the number of com- 
missary sergeants in service to 120 be revoked, so 
that it may be practicable to have a commissary ser- 
geant at each military post or place of deposit of 
subsistence supplies. The following statistics arg 
given in the report:

There was an increase of $7,778.40 in extra duty 
pay owing to the increased per diem. 

Formal decisions were rendered in 12 claims, un- 
der the 3d section of the act of July 4, 1864, of which 
two, amounting to $1,205 20-100, were allowed in 
the sum of $70 45-100, and 10, amounting to $20,929- 
34-100, were disallowed. At the commencement of 
the year there were on file in the office 1.321 claims 
for commutation of rations to Union soldiers while 
held as prisoners of war, and during the vear 1,107 
claims were received, making a total of 2,428 claims 
for examination; 987 were partially examined, 1,441 
examined snd decided, of which 715 were rejected, 
and 726,amounting to $18,271.25. were allowed. In - 
concluding his report Gea. Macfeely gives the names 
and stations of officers of his Department, and states 
that they were actively and efficiently employed 
during the year. 








REPORT OF THE QUARTERMASTERGENERAL. 


THE annual report of the Quartermaster General 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1885. shows the 
total funds available gt that date to have been $11,- 
704,384.85; expenditures €11,138,309.76, leaving a bal- 
ance undrawn in the Treaeury of $566,075.09. The 
report gives in detail the duties.devolvying upon the 
Department and the names and stations of the offi- 
cers performing them. 


INSPECTION BRANCH.—BARRACKS AND QUARTERS. 


These branches are in charge of Lieut.-Col. J. G. 
Chandler, Deputy Q. M. Gen. 187,037, General 
Orders, etc., were received, and 141,286 distributed 
duriug as Ae 240 applications for the position of 
Post Q. . Sergeants were received and acted 
upon. So far as practicable, the selections were made 
regimentally at the rate of two from each regiment, 
provided there were fit applicants from said regi- 
ments who desired the positions up to June 30. 77 
were appointed and assigned to duty in the several 
Military Departments where their services seemed 
the most needed. 

The construction of 97 new buildings at Military 
Posts was authorized, at an estimated cost of $229,- 
556. The cost of repairs was $250,642; for repairs 
and improvements at recruiting depots, general 
depots and independent stations, there was 
authorized $16,155; for improving water supply, 
sewers, wharf, etc., $243,095 was authorized. Of the 
$200,090 appropriated by the act of July 7, 1884, the 
Secretary of War granted $100,000 for rebuilding 
Fort Russell, Wyoming. From the $100,000 granted 
for construction and repairs of hospitals, $99,743 was 
authorized, the apportionment being as follows: 
Department Platte, $19,939; Dakota, $9,081; Missouri, 
$19,007; California, $3,309; Columbia, $911; Arizona, 
$19,830; East, $18,148. The work of the construction 
of the Army and Navy Hospital at Hot Springs has 
continued during the year, the oa to be com- 
pleted by Oct. 1, 1885. The sale of twelve buildings 
was authorized during the year. 

For removing remains of deceased soldiers from 
abandoned posts an expenditure of $3,000 was au- 
thorized. The transfer of the remains of 46 soldiers 
from Fort Churchill to the cemetery at Carson City, 
Nevada, in accordance with an act of Congress, has 
been made to the entire satisfaction of all parties 
interested in the removal. 

No action has yet been taken by Congress upon 
the appropriation required to erect permanent bar- 
racks and quarters at David’s Island, N. Y., plans 
and estimates for which have been submitted to 
Congress. $20,000 is required for immediate use in 
construction and enlargement of buildings at Jeffer- 
son Barracks. The necessity of assembling the 
troops in larger and more permanent posts becomes 
daily more and more apparent in consideration of 
the principles ofteconomy, efficiency and wise govern- 
ment. The large casemated forts on the sea board 
need garrisons for their preservation and defence, 
and the troops thus required ought to be quartered 
in time of peace in barracks outside of the works for 
the reason that casemates do not furnish healthful 
quarters. It isnot humane to make men livein these 
structures, which are unhealthy, unsuitable, and in- 
jurious to the mental and paves character of the 
occupant, except when in time of war t neces- 
sity enforces it. At Fort Hamilton, N. Y.,, Fort 
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Adams, R. I., and Fort Warren, Boston, there are 
ured immediately. for sanitary reasons, barracks 
and quarters for the garrisons of these posts outside 
the walls of the forts. 
Under the act of July 5, 1884, 35 abandoned reser- 
vations or parts thereof have been transferred to 
the Interior Department. 


TRANSPORTATION, CLAIMS, AND ACCOUNTS. 


This branch is ‘in charge of Lieut.-Col. C. G. Saw- 
telle, Law ee 4 Quartermaster-General. $3,000,000 was 
appro ted for this purpose. Transportation was 
Povided during the year for 33,248 persons, 147,041 
s of freight, and 3.969 horses and mules, costing 
,568,790, of which $314,809.77 was reported as paid 
for transportation of persons, $929,525 for freight, 
leaving $321,737 due at the close of the year for mili- 
transportation. In addition to the foregoing, 
$1,443,957 was expended for purchasing and main- 
taining vessels, construction and repairs of wharves, 
brid payment of tolls and employees, etc., mak- 
ing the entire cost of the service under Army trans- 
portation $3,010,029. 
The total cost for transfer of troops was $114,357.94. 
‘The exchange between the 10th and 3d Cavalry 
caused the la t expenditure, $26,238.25. 2,430 mis- 
cellaneous c and accounts connected with the 
rtation service, and amounting to $1,123,400, 
received action during the year; of these, 2,405, 
amounting to $1,097,415, were referred to the proper 
office for settlement. Seventeen, amounting to $17,- 
675.22, were unfavorably reported, eight were sus- 
pended for additional evidence, and eighteen 
awaited action at the close of the year. 


REGULAR AND MISCELLANEOUS SUPPLIES. 


Horses were peehens to the number of 1,430, 
costing $203,370,50, an average cost of $142.22 per 
head. For the Army trains 26 draft horses were 
purchased at an average cost of $186.54, and 244 
mules at an average cost of $158.9 per head; also 
four oxen at an average cost of $50 per head. The 
sale of 679 cavalry and artillery horses, 721 mules, 
and 11 oxen is reported. The total sum realized was 
$74,541. There were on hand June 30, 1885, 6,710 
cavalry and artillery horses, 383 team horses, 5,548 
mules, and 6 oxen. 


Veterina: — costing $13,332 were purchased 
for the Medical Department. The revised standard 
supply table has greatly simplified the veterinary 


practice and proved sufficient for the requirements 
of the Service. 

Illuminating supplies were purchased during the 
year to the amount of 369,619.95. 

Miscellaneous claims and accounts to the number 
<> , and representing $553,563.42, received action 
during the year, and 10,967 claims ard accounts, 
amounting $6,723,226, remain on file awaiting 

ion. 3,503 claims for quartermaster’s stores, 
representing $1,752,351.87, were investigated und re- 
ported upon; final action was taken on 3,333 claims, 
amounting to $2,099,213, leaving on hand 4,928, call- 
ing for $4,442,371.10. 


CLOTHING AND EQUIPAGE SUPPLIES. 


Capt. John F. Rodgers, M. S. K., has charge of t&Is 
branch. The amount appropriated by Con was 
$1,400,000. Credits amounting to $7414. were 
added on account of clothing overdrawn, and from 
sales to oticers $614.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
CoMMANDER McCatia and Lieuts. Train and 
Buckingham are still at work upon their report 
regarding the administration of affairs of the Navy 
Department. They hope to be able to complete it 
this week. 

Tue British sloop-of-war Pelican arrived at San 
Francisco Nov. 2, on her way to British Columbia. 
Drum Masor Hucues, of the Marine Corps Band, 
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thirty years’ service. He served for many years in 
the U. 8S. Army. 

Tur internal troubles in Haytf have caused the 
British and French representatives in‘ that country 
to telegraph their respective Governments to send 
men-of-war there at once to protect foreign resi- 
dents. 

THe traiming ships Portsmouth, Saratoga and 
Jamestown will proceed about Nov. 15 on a cruise 
through the Windward Islands. They are to keep 
together as far as practicable and be about one 
month in making first port. January, February and 
March are to be spent in cruising and they are to go 
as far south as Trinidad. They are to return to the 
Chesapeake about Mayl. At least two weeks of 
each month are to be spent under way.

She carries out a boiler 
for the steamer Manzanita and a general cargo of 
Light-house supplies for the California and Oregon 
districts; also a number of chronometers for the 
Navy Department, consigned to the Navy-yard, 
Mare Island. She will probably call at Bahia, Sandy 
Point, Valparaiso, and Callao en route. 

Apvices from Norfolk, Va., state that the U. 8. 8. 
Vandalia, which has been undergoing repairs at the 
Portsmouth, N. H., Navy-yard for some time, has 
been discovered to have very leaky boilers, and as 
goon as possible the vessel will be brought to the 
Norfolk, Va,, Navy-yard to have them patched up. 
The ship is in such a condition that it is inexpedient 
tv put in new boilers, but by patching, with the 
overhauling and general repairs now being made, it 
is thought she will last for two years’ more cruising 
before going to “rotten row.” [tis understood that 
Captain Henry L. Howson will command the Van- 
dalia when that vessel is ready for sea in about two 
mouths. 

Messrs. Frost BroTHERs, the rope manufacturers 
of Shadwell, Eng., propose a test of rope simple and 
easy of performance. It 1s thus described as seen 
bya writer in the Times: Messrs. Frost produced 
three pieces of 3in. rope, one made from pure Ma- 
nilla hemp, one from pure Sisal, and one from an 
equal mixture of Manilla and Sisal, the fi>res hav- 
ing been carefully intermixed before the yarns were 
spun. Each of the ropes untwisted, and from:a 
strand of each was taken a piece of the yarn about 
6in. inlength. Each piece of yarn was untwisted 
and separated into loose fibres, which were separ- 
ately rolled between the palms of the hands, pro- 
ducing three balls of fibre each about the size of a 
large walnut. These three balls were then placed on 
an iron fire shovel and each lighted and thoroughly 
burned out. There were then three piles of ashes of 
perfectly dissimilar appearance. The Manilla hemp 
preduced an ash having a dull grayish-black ap- 
pearance; the Sisal hemp left an ash of a whitish- 
gray color, while the combined Manilla and Sisal 
fibre gave a grizzly white and black ash, reminding 
one of nothing so muchas a man’s beard when turn- 
ing from black to gray. The presence of the two 
fibres was distinctly apparent by the different colurs 
of the ashes. 

AN English investigator claims to have discov- 
ered that the rocky island in Massachusetts Bay, 
known as.the Middle Brewsters, was owing to some 
inadvertence not included in the revolution of 1776, 
and still belongs to Great Britain. He asks: Has the 
jurisdiction of Great Britain lapsed in course of 
years? and if it has not, what are the dozen acres of 
rock worth? At present it is occupied by a few 
Swedish fishermen and also contains the summer 
residence of a Boston attorney, who evidently knows 
the value of oy and quietness as well as that of 
nine points of the law. 

Tue San Francisco Post says: ‘‘ Pending the ar- 
rival of the day of big appropriations for a new 
navy and a general system of harbur defence, there 
are other matters in connection with Mare Island 
that need attending to. Work that should be given 
to this yard is done in the yards of the Atlantic side. 
Vessels which ought to be built at Mare [sland are 
constructed in the Kast and sent around Cape Horn 
to do duty in the Pacific. Our merchants and manu- 
facturers complain, and justly, that supplies for the 
Navy-yard which they could furnish are purchased 
in Eastern cities, without saving to the Govern- 
ment.”’ 

THE following letter, sent by the owner of the 
steam yacht Stiletto, explains itself: 

BRISTOL, R. 1., Oct. 28, 1885.

NAVY ACCOUNTS. 


THE report of tbe Fourth Auditor for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1885, shows the total estimates 
on account of the Navy to have been $17,154,998.79. 
The subject of exchange is fully treated by tables 
showing the cause of exchange in foregn —- with 
the gain or loss upon every bill sold abroad; the 
total amvunt was $1,798,779, of which $1,525,812 was 
drawn on London and $272,967 on the Secretary of 
the Navy, the net loss on exchange sold being 
$14,648, as compared with $28,217 during the previous 


year. 

‘he Auditor calls attention to the saving effected 
by the change in Apri last in the London fiscal 
agents of the Navy, and suggests that the amount of 
the bonds given be the limit of advancesmade. The 
tables further show that $743,000 was disbursed to 
Navy pensioners, of which — $1,061.27 was pes 
for arrears under acts of Jan. 25 and March 4, . 
The allotments left by officers and men of the Navy 
upon being ordered to sea numbered 1,293, upon 
which $527,163 was paid to their families. Prize 
money to the amount of $140,152 has been distributed 
to 2,097 claimants, and general claims to the amount 
of $552,078 have been adjusted in favor of 2,360 per- 
sons; 645 claims have been examined and rejected. 
During the year 27,408 letters were received, and 
25,637 written. . 

The Auditor recommends that money expended 
under contracts shall only be paid upon an amount 
stated and allowed by the accounting officers. Here- 
tofore these payments, often very large sums, have 
been made upon public bills, and months may elapse 
before the Treasury officials know of the expendi- 
ture; if the payment is illegal they are then power- 
less, except in some futile measure of stoppage. 

The want of asufficient system of acvountability 
of naval stoppage is also pointed out, and the estab- 
lishment of an accounting similar to that provided 
by law for the Quartermaster General’s and Subsist- 
ence Departments of the Army is urged. 

It is suggested that travel and other expenses of 
the Board of Visitors to Annapolis be paid by an 
allowance for —— and % per diem, as is the case 
at the Military Academy. 

Provision for the prompt payment of certain 
claims for indemnity bounty, travel, etc., made by 
enlisted men is urged, instead of compelling them 
to await the slow action of vee nb 

The report also suggests legislation to protect the 
interests of the unknown heirs of deceased seamen 
and marines against the claims of creditors. 

An amendment of Section 3689, R. S., is recom- 
mended, that officers of the Navy and Marine Corps 
may be reimbursed for losses of clothing, etc., on 
ships sunk or destroyed (to the extent allowed by 
Section 290) without having to wait an appropria- 
tion after their claims have been adjudged.

THE DOLPHIN AND THE NEW CRUISERS. 


Tue Secretary of the Navy has finally disentangled 
the snarl resulting from the complications with 
JOHN ROACH AND Son and the Naval Advisory Board, 
and the Dolphin will be put into commission and 
the work upon the new cruisers pushed to com- 
pletion. This will be welcome news for the Navy, 
for they were in imminent danger of being com- 
pelled to go afoot for want of suitable vessels in 
which to exercise their legitimate calling. The 
terms upon which the Dolphin has been-accepted 
appear in the extract which follows from the 
agreement with Mr. Roacx and his assignees : 


First— Possession of the steamship Dolphin is trans- 
ferred to the Secretary of the Navy, for the United 
States. with the right to take and deal with thesame 
asif the title thereto was fully vested in the United 
States; but such transfer shall not operate to con- 
stitute an acceptance under the alleged contract, or 
affect the consideration or adjudication of any ques- 
tion of law or fact arising upon any claim or defence 
now or hereafterin controversy between the parties, 
which shall be determiued as if such transfer had 
not been made. 
Second—The parties of the first part (Roach’s 
assignees) under such an alleged contract, are to 
prosecute an action against the parties of the second 
ps for the rest of the purchase money alleged to 
due under said contract, and for compensation

For the 
purpose of such determination her value shall be 
deemed to be the price specified for ber plus amounts 
covered by orders issued by the Secretary of the 
Navy for alterations and additional work, minus 
whatever sum, if any, shall be found by the court 
necessary to have been expended in order to make 
said ship, when transferred to the Government, con- 
form to and represent a full performance on the 
part of the parties of the first part of the obliga- 
tions binding upon them in the construction thereof ; 
and said steamship shall be deemed to have repre- 
sented at the time of such transfer tu the Secretary 
of the Navy the amount thus determined in satis- 
faction of any lien, claim ordemand which the Goy- 
ernment may maintain. 


In a letter of Oct. 1 suggesting the terms of this 
agreement Secretary WHITNEY said : ‘‘ It is of profit 
to no one that she should lie, as at present, unused, 
at constant expense undergoing deterioration. She 
represents either a ship completed according to con- 
tract, which should be accepted by the Government 





upon which the Government has a lien for amounts 
largely in excess of any sum likely to be realized 
from an enforcement thereof. In this latter event 
the ship must answer to the Government to what- 
ever extent she will reach to pay. Having been 
built for a naval vessel she is of very doubtful mar- 
ket value. * * * Her value as w naval vessel 
shall be assumed to be the contract price. If she is 
found in all respects up to the requirements legally 
binding upon you in her construction, she is taken 
by the Government at that price; otherwise she is 
taken at such less sum as shall be fouud necessary 
to be spent upon her to make her up in all respects 
to such standard. In other words, the Government 
takes her, and we expedite a determination by the 
court whether she is taken and accepted as fora 
valid and completed contract, or in satisfaction of 
the hen, and the method of determining her value 
for the purpose of the lien is agreed upon reason- 
ably and fairly. Inall other respects the rights of 
the parties to be unaffected.” 

In a letter of Nov. 2, addressed to Engineer-in- 
Chief CHARLEs B. Lorine, U. S. N., and Chief Con- 
structor THEODORE D. WiLson, U. S. N., the Secre- 
tary states his conclusions for their guidance as 
follows : 

Ist. The function of the Naval Advisory Board, 
under the statute creating it, being wholly advisory 

and for the assistance of the Secretary of the Navy, 

in carrying out the duty imposed —— him in con- 
nection with the construction and completion of 
said cruisers, and said Board not beinz invested 
with any executive; powers, and nothing appearivpg 
in the contract or in the lawto the contrary you 
will continue in the further charge of said vessels 
and appurtenances, under said instructions of Aug. 

6 last, for the purposes of their completion under 
the direction of the Secretary of the Navy. | 

2d. The performance of the duty thus assigned to 
the respective Bureaus of Steam Engineering and of 

Construction and Repair will include the purchase 
of such additional materials, the employment of 
men and such service as may be necessary for the 
completion of the vesselsin accordance with the 

contract, plans and specifications for each vessel, 

under rules to be: prescribed by said Bur eaus with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Navy . 

The organization of the working force at the 
Morgan Iron Works, N. Y., and at the Yard at 
Chester, Pa., is adopted, and the proper officers 
will be detailed from the Bureaus named to carry 

on the work, with suitable details from the Pay 

Corps to assist in the necessary purchases. It 18 
further provided that : 

The Naval Advisory Board will continue to exer- 

cise the same supervision of the work, and to be sub- 

ject to the same responsibility for the plans, specifi- 

cations and designs relating to the construction and 

completion of the vessels as has heretofore been ex- 

ercised by and devolved upon it, and will, for this 

purpose continue the suagetganent of suitable in- 

spectors to whom, and to the Board or any member 

thereof, every facility shall be afforded for the in- 

spection and general supervision of the work aud 

materials. The Board will also, from time to time, 

suggest any modification or change in the plans, 

specifications or designs, which shal! seem to it ad- 

visable and practicable, and the same course shall be 

followed with reference to such modifications oF 

changes, if any, as has been heretofore followed 

under the contract. 

The Secretary announces that

I have further to inform you that 
at a conference held in this Department on Oct. 31, 
between the Naval Advisory Board, the Chiefs of 
the Bureaus of Steam Engineering and of Construc- 
tion and Repair, and the Secretary of the Navy, cer- 
tain general conclusions were adopted with refer- 
ence to the methods of the proceedings in the com- 

letion of the vessels, which conclusions are em- 

died in instructions of this date, addressed to the 
chiefs of the bureaus referred to, a copy of which is 
herewith enclosed for your information.

The two Bureaus have been actively engaged this 
week in maturing their arrangements to proceed 
with the work and their chiefs have visited New 
York to give the necessary directions. Naval Con- 
structors Rost. W. STEELE and Geo. W. MuRcH 
will represent the Bureau of Construction, Mr. 
STEELE having charge of the Chicago and Boston 
at Chester, and Mr. Murou of the Atlanta at the 
Morgan Iron Works. Their assistants have not 
yet been selected. As representatives of the Bu- 
reau of Steam Engineering Chief Engineer DUNGAN 
will have charge of the machinery of the Chicago 
and Boston, with one assistant yet to be selected, 
and Chief Engineer Morey in charge of the At- 
lanta, with P. A. Engineer ENTWISTLE and Assistant 
Engineer DURAND as assistants. Paymasters BILL- 
INGS and STEWART have been ordered to assist the 
respective bureaus in the necessary purchases and 
payments, the former at the Morgan Iron Works 
and the latter at Chester. The Advisory Board is 
reorganized by the selection of Captain W. P. Mc- 
CANN as President, to succeed Rear Admiral Smmp- 
80N, and Commander A. S. CROWNINSHIELD, vice 
Lieutenant Commander FRANcIs D. BARBER. 








Tae Adjutant General’s report to the Secretary 
of War gives a report of the militia inspections by 
regular officers, of the work at military colleges, of 
his action under the law for the retirement of en- 
listed men, of the operation of Fort Leavenworth 
prison and of the clerical work of his office. He 
recommends an exchange of the obsolete weapons 
now in the hands of the militia for new arms, the 
issue of a new edition of the Army Regulations, a 
grant to military prisoners discharged elsewhere 
than at Fort Leavenworth, of the same pay and 
allowances as are granted there. He asks for the 
printing of histories he has prepared of military 
posts, etc., and for the means to hasten the work 
of fopying the fast decaying muster rolls upon 
which pension reports are based, We shall refer 
more at length to this report another week. 








IT is hard to say in which of his several char- 
acters Admiral Porter is most at home, whether as 
a Naval commander, a novelist, or a raconteur. In 
all he exhibits an exuberant vitality which explains 
his continuance of the active pursutis of life at an 
age when most men of national reputation have 
withdrawn from public notice. We have it upon 
the authority of the Admiral himself that in his 
youth, when out on a lark with his cronies, he would 
without drinking a drop of anything, appear to be 
more intoxicated than the rest of the party from 








the mere excess of animal spirit. The Admiral’s 
latest appearance as a literateur, is in his ‘ Inci- 
dents and Anecdotes of the Civil War.” just pub- 
lished by D. APPLETON AND Co. It commences with 
the rejoicings in Washington at the seccession of 
South Carolina and ends with the assassination of 
Mr. LINCOLN. Every line of it is interesting and it ex- 
hibits throughout that frankness in speech for which 
the Admiral is noted, to the advantage of some and 
to the equal disadvantage of others, notably General 
N. P. Banks, the hero of the Red River Expedition. 
We shall return to the Admiral’s book later on when 
we have space for extracts. 





It now appears that Mr. GLADSTONE in his con- 
fident assertions that GorDOoN would be relieved in 
time, which he made last April to Parliament, de- 
pended upon an agreement he had made with King 
Joun of Abyssinia, through Vice Admiral Hewett, 
to put an army in motion for the relief of Khartoum. 
The movement of this force was unfortunately de- 
layed seventeen months from the time of Mr. GLap- 
sToNe’s prediction and has only now been put in 
motion, somewhat too late to save GoRDON, but not 
too late to give the British Tories an argument for 
perpetuating Mr. GLapsTone’s exclusion from the 
control of the government. 








Tue regulations in G. O. 112, A. G. O., of 1885, 
which we publish this week, in regard to minute in- 
spections of recruits immediately after their arrival 
at depots from the various rendezvous, will, if 
strictly carried out, prevent the introduction into 
regiments of men who are unfit for the ordinary 
duties of a soldier, but who manage to get enlisted 
and stay in the Service long enough to have some- 
thing due them on their final statements. Some 
improvement might, perhaps, also be made in the 
safekeeping of recruits during the earlier portion of 
their service at depots, for we notice by a recent list 
that since January last some eighty-four recruits of 
the ‘‘ general service ” have deserted. 





author of the SEWELL bill, has written to General 
GEORGE W. WINGATE, President of the National 
Guard Association, stating that he intends to re- 
introduce in the Senate, early mn December, the 
SEWELL bill for the increase of the appropriation for 
the militia, which passed last year, and asking for 
suggestions in relation to provisions tor the 
advancement of the National Guard of the different 
States that should be embodied in the law. Senator 
SEWELL states that he thinks the call for the con- 
vention at Washington in December is a very proper 
thing, and has no doubt that 1t will obtain whatever 
is reasonably fair. We publish elsewhere this bill, 
with an invitation to those interested to give ex- 
pression to their opinions concerning it. 








MAJOR-GENERAL MIDDLETON has been rewarded 
with a knighthood and money grant for his services 
during the late Canadian Rebellion, and the design 
for a medal to be presented to the troops who 
took part in the suppression of the revolt has been 
prepared by the Canadian Government, to be sub- 
mitted to the Home Government for approval. On 
General MIDDLETON’s recommendation, grants of 
land in the Northwest are te be made to those of 
the non-commissioned officers and men whose posi- 
tion has been affected by their absence on field ser- 
vice. Such are the advantages of serving a grateful 
government. Contrast this with the refusal of our 
Congress to grant even so much as a brevet for the 
much harder Indian service on our frontier. 








LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SHERIDAN on Friday an- 
nounced, in a General Order, Captain SANFoRD C. 
KELLOGG, 5th Cavalry, and Captain STANHOPE E. 
Buunt, Ordnance Corps, as his new aides-de-camp. 
Captain KELLOGG is at present on leave at Louis- 
ville, where he went upon his return in September 
last from France, where he was present at the 
manceuvres of the 1st and 2d Corps of the French 
Army. Captain BLunt has been on duty at the 
Headquarters of the Army for several months past 
as Inspector of Rifle Practice. Both appointments 
are well received in Washington. Captain. KELLOGG 
served with credit during the war in the Volunteer 
Service, and received brevets up to Colonel for gal- 


lant and meritorious services at Antietam, Chatta- 
nooga, Atlanta, and Nashville, and was appointed 
to the Regular Army in February, 1866. 

Captain BLuNT’s service dates from September, 
1868, and he has already proved himself an officer 
of high ability, and in all respects well equipped 
for his new position. 








THE troops at Camp GRANT, Riverside Park, have 
been provided with comfortable quarters for the 
winter, at the expense of the War Department, and 
therefore we may reasonably look for a diminution, 
if not a cessation, of the bloodcurdling pictures of 
suffering from cold and exposure portrayed by some 
of our daily papers during the past few weeks. The 
troops are well provided for in all respects, and 
Major-General Hancock, in whose command they 
are, is too careful a soldier to permit of any unne- 
cessary hardship. 








Tue friends of Lieutenant ENGLIsH, who was tried 
by court-martial at Fort Leavenworth some time 
ago and dismissed from the service, are making a 
strong effort to secure his restoration. They claim 
that he was unjustly treated by the court and urge 
that his offence was no greater than Lieutenant 
FULLER’s, who was tried by the same court and 
who only suffered a slight suspension and reduction 
in rank. Lieutenant FuLLER has also applied to be 
relieved from the sentence imposed upon him. The 
vacancy caused by ENGLIsH’s dismissal has not been 
filled. 








THE Fortification Board met at 'the;War Depart- 
ment on Thursday and spent a full day in putting 
in shape the data collected on the recent tour of 
inspection. Sub-committees will be appointed to 
prepare the report on each subject, and these re- 
ports consolidated for transmission to Congress. 








THE Lieutenant General has referred to the Sec- 
retary of War without recommendation the request 
of General WitiiaAM H. Morris, late of the 6th 
Corps, Army of the Potomac, and a graduate of the 
Military Academy Class of 1851, for the appointment 
of a board of Army officers to report on his new 
system of tacties for infantry armed with breech- 
loading or magazine guns. 








At the ship-yard of C. and R. Poillon, foot of 
Bridge Street, Brooklyn, there is nearly ready for 
launching a craft of some 75 tons, not much differ- 
ent in general appearance from the swift keel yachts 
of which so many have been turned out by this firm. 
The vessel is 100 feet by 12 feet with 7 feet draught. 
The Messrs. Samuel Secor, father and son, who are 
the designers and builders, have for some years be- 
lieved in the practicability of driving a vessel by 
the regulated expulsion of gas from her submerged 
sides into the water. The craft itself gives nq sug- 
gestion of its special purpose except in its possession 
of two square open ports on each side, about 8 feet 
forward of the stern post and 2 feet avart. Each 
portis covered by an apron, the apron of the aft 
port opening toward the stern and vice versa. Of 
the internal machinery the designers have not thus 
far given any detailed information. This engine— 
if it may beso termed—occupies the width and about 
6 feet of the length of the vessel. It is known that 
four guns or chambers, diverging from a central 
point, will severally discharge through the ports. 
The explosive material is supposed to be gas, gen- 
erated from oil and ignited by electricity. When 
the vessel is going ahead, of course, the stern bat- 
tery only is used—when backing, only the forward 
battery. A relative action of the batteries, on one 
side or the other, it is claimed, will turn the vessel 
almost on her centre. 

The designers, who will be recognized by their 
name as representatives of an old family of ship- 
builders and marine engineers, have shown the 
courage of their convictions by sparing no expense 
in the construction of their boat and its maehinery, 
all parts of the latter having been carefully built in 
Pitteburgh of the best steel. So far as the combina- 
tion of generator and battery is concerned, the main 
difficulty of graduating the explosions has been 
overcome, the inventors having experimented for 
some three or four months in Jersey City. The 
action of the gas engine, it 1s claimed, is now so 
regulated that from two to forty “ pulsations” per 
minute can be attained as desired, 

The idea of utilizing the resistance of the water 
by some other medium than a paddle wheel or pro- 
pellor is by no means a new one, and we do not par- 
ticularly refer to the several designs in England and 





the United States for driving a vessel by the ex pul- 
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sion of a column of water. The late Colonel W. H. 
Mallory, known by the invention of the steering 
propellor, at the time of his death had succeeded in 
getting very considerable speed with a submarine 
torpedo, using a train of smal] cartridges of com- 
pressed powder as his motive power. As long ago 
as 1856, Phillips, the inventor of the most successful 
submarine boat yet known, gota range of more than 
two miles, with remarkable directness, on the sur- 
face of the water with long rocket torpedoes, also 
using compressed powder. 








We have received additional particulars concern- 
ing the failure of the casting for the 12-in. gun at 
South Boston, from which it appears that the core 
was not thoroughly dried. The result was the crack- 
ing off of a portion of the clay coating to the iron 
core-arbor. Thus the molten iron came in contact 
with this iron arbor. When the metal became cool 
it shrunk upon this arbor, so that it was impossible 
to pull it out, as is usually done. Necessarily, the 
contraction over this rigid core-arbor, together with 
the tension purposely obtained by the Rodman sys- 
tem of cooling, was more than theiron would stand; 
and the exterior opened as the line of a wheel does 
when put on too snug. The gentleman who had 
charge of the making and dryiug of this core, 
Mr. Wood, has made hundreds of *‘ Rodman ”’ guns, 
and never before had a similar failure. 

The failure at this time, when public attention 
has been so generally called to the casting, is most 
unfortunate, to say nothing of the expense and time 
required to make a new casting. Up tothe time of 
cracking of the clay coating of the core, which took 
place just before the completion of the operation, 
every thing was satisfactory. Of course, the man- 
ner of casting, that is to say, whether breech 
up, or breech down, had nothing to do with 
the failure; the result would have been 
the same in either case. The casting itself 
was a perfect success, and had it been pos- 
sible to draw out the core-arbor at the proper time, 
an excellent gun would have undoubtedly been the 
result. Another casting will be made without delay. 








THe Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette re- 
marks on the deterioration of British workmanship, 
as evidenced by the repeated jambing of the breech 
mechanism of the Nordenfeldt 6-pounder quick-fir- 
ing shell-guns, which is manufactured in England, 
while the Hotchkiss gun of the same calibre, manu- 
factured in France, has never been known to jamb. 
* So far,”’ says the same authority, ‘ we are given to 
understand that the naval gunnery authorities are 
in favor of the Hotchkiss gun, of its shoulder-piece, 
and of its rigid frame stand mounting. The late Cap- 
tain Goold Adams, R. A., who, unfortunately met 
his death at Shoeburyness while Principal Director 
of Experiments, was of the same opinion. But the 
naval gunnery authorities for a long time viewed the 
Hotchkiss shoulder-piece and rigid mounting with 
disfavor, and have only recently become convinced 
of its superiority. We are assured on the highest 
authority that, provided'no outside pressure, political 
or otherwise, be brought to bear upon the Admir- 
alty, and that the rece dations of the Nuval 
Ordnance Department are carried out by the Board, 
the Navy will be placed in possession of the best 
armament it is possible to procure.”

Tue New York Herald of Oct 26 publishes a long 
despatch from San Francisco giving some account 
of the new information in regard to the iuterior of 
Alaska obtained by the explorations by the officers 
of the Corwin and Lt. G. M. Stoney, and of Lt. H. J. 
Allen, U. 8. A. and party who were absent eight 
months and travelled over 2,800 miles. The Herald's 
narrative tends to confirm Lieut. Cantwell’s account 
of his journey about which the Report raises a ques- 
tion. The general result of these explorations is to 
show that Alaska is a territory rich, not only in 
forest wood, but in the minerals, silver and gold, as 
well as copper, iron, and coal being found in abun- 
dance. Ithas two large rivers emptying into the 
Arctic Sea besides the Guker which debouches to 
the south of Behring Straits. The native Indians 


are a healthy, hard race comparing favorably in 
size with the white men. These people never want for 
faod. The country abounds in animals and game, and 
theriver in fish, Large numbers of reindeer are killed, 





generally shot, although during winter it quite fre- 
quently happens that many are captured by driv- 
ing them into ravines where they sink into the 
deep snows and fall an easy prey to the hunters. 
Altogether we are much better off with Alaska than 
we should be with the bagatelle of seven millions 
which we paid for it. 








A CORRESPONDENT sent us recently a copy of a 
letter in the Washington Post which undertakes to 
give the order of the relative rank of the colonels of 
the line according tv their original entry into the 
Service. As it contains seven or eight errors we 
have not thought it worth while to quote it. It was 
sent to the Post in reply to a statement made by 
President Cleveland with reference to the appoint- 
ment of General Baird, as Inspector General, to the 
effect that his case was unique. The Post’s corres- 
pondent overlooks the fact that the remarks ascrioed 
to the President referred to all peculiarities of the 
case of General Baird, and it is not to be limited to 
the mere question of difference between seniority by 
original appointment and seniority by promotion. 








THE reputation of the ** Rochester lamp” has pre- 
ceded in the Services the announcement which 
appears elsewhere of its advantages over all other 
lamps. It is, certainly, a most astonishing light pro- 
ducer, and is already known to many garrisons. It 
is fed by a draft of air from beneath, and we know 
from experience that it justifies the claim of the 
manufacturer that “its combustion is perfect, flame 
clear and strong, and its light the nearest approach 
to electricity yet attained by any kerosene lamp.”

ing to price. 








As the result of their observations of the German 
autumn manceuvres foreign countries concur in the 
opinion that in no other Army in Europe is the fire of 
the infantry kept so completely under control as in 
the German. Even during the most exciting phases 
of the late manceuvres (and every one who has 
taken partin military manceuvres knows that at 
times un almost incredible excitement is aroused in 
the troops engaged) the perfect control of the mus- 
ketry fire was never for a moment lost or impaired. 
This shows that it is only a question of training 
whether the effectiveness of magazine guns will be 
impaired by a waste of ammunition. 








THE October number of the Popular Science 
Monthly devotes its chief article to a discussion of 
“ Official Science at Washington,” and makesa char- 
acteristic and strong protest against scientific inves- 
tigations by the Government, or under its patron- 
age, except such as “‘are essential to the national de- 
fence.’’ Under this ruling, the work of the Coast Sur- 
vey is upheld as proper, while the Department of 
Agriculture, the organization of the National Aca- 
demy of Sciences, and the scheme once proposed of 
a national University, and many other present and 
prospective scientific investigations and institutions 
by the Government are condemned. 








Tus Andre Monument, erected by Mr. Cyrus W. 
Field, at Tappan, N. Y., was blown up by the explo- 
sion of a dynamite cartridge, on Tuesday night. 
Both bases were blown intoatoms and the iron fenc- 
ing that enclosed the monument was completely de- 
molished. This is the second attempt at the destruc- 
tion of the monument and has proved more destruc- 
tive than the first.

THE FUNERAL OF GENERAL McCLELLAN, 

THE remains of General McClellan were interred 
in Riverside Cemetery, at Trenton, N. J., on Monday 
last. The funeral services were held in New York, 
at the Madison Square Presbyterian Church, and 
were entirely without ostentation or display of any 
kind. The military gentlemen attending wore citi- 
zens’ dress, and the remains of the dead soldier were 
clothed in citizens’ costume. The body was carried 
from Orange, N. J., to the house of Mr. Prime in 234 
street, and from there carried to the church just 
previous to the funeral service. escorted by seventy- 
five members of the New York Commandery of the 
Mili‘ary Order, of which General McClellan was a 
member; by representatives of the Irish Brigade, of 
the Army of the Potomac, the Army of the Tennes- 
see, and the Grand Army. Several thousands 
blocked the sidewalk fronting the church, when at 
ten minutes before ten the pall-bearers drew up in 
two lines, facing each other. before Mr. Prime’s 
house. Six men lifted the coffin in the parlor, and 
through the hall and down the stoop carefully 
picked their steps. They were followed by Mrs, 
McClellan and her daughter, closely veiled, and Mr. 
George McClellan. Behind them were Miss Nannie 
Rossell, Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Prime, Dr. Ely McClel- 
lan, General Marcy, Dr. Seward, of Orange, the dead 
General’s physician; Mr. J. Crosby Brown, Mrs. 
Bro yn, and Mr. Adams, of Orange, N. J. 

In the church the family and friends occupied the 
pews to the right. The pews tothe left were occu- 
pied by the following pall-bearers: General Han- 
cock, General W. B. Franklin, William C. Prime, 
General Fitz-3 ohn Porter, General Joseph E. John- 
ston, General M. T. McMahon, Colonel Edward H. 
Wright, 8S. L. M. Barlow, Henry C. Kelsey, Abram 
8S. Hewitt, John T. Agnew, Joseph W. Alsop, General 
Anson G. McCook, and Thatcher M. Adams. 

The services were after the formule of the Pres- 
byterian Church, and were conducted by the Rev. 
Dr. Chas. H. Parkhurst, D. D., the pastor of the 
church, assisted by the Rev. W. E. Whittaker, of 
Orange, N. J. From the church the remains were 
carried to the ferry at the foot of Desbrosses street, 
escorted by the delegation from the Loyal Legion, a 
portion of which continued on to Trenton, where 
the funeral train arrived at half-past one P.M. An 
immense coucourse of people awaited it. The casket 
was carried from the station and placed in the hearse 
by a delegation from Bayard Post, No. 8, Grand 
Army of the Republic. Nearly one hundred car- 
riages were soon filled and the procession then 
moved through the principal streets, which were 
thronged with people. A salvo of guns was fired at 
the State Arsenal and every church and fire bell in 
the city tolled. The procession was led by the 
Mayor and members of the Common Council in car- 
riages. Then came the pall-bearers and the hearse, 
and next the carriages containing the McClellan 
family. The delegations from New York were re- 
inforced by a delegation from Philadelphia consist- 
ing of the Loyal Legion, the James Page Association, 
the Americus Club, and a committee headed by Wm. 
B. Smith, Mayor, and including Generals Hartranft, 
Snowden, Tobias, Huidekoper, and Wister. Colonels 
P. Lacey Goddard, B. K. Jamison, Robt. P. Dechert, 
A. L. Snowden, J. H. Taggart, and John P. Nichol- 
son, Majors Moses Veals and D. B. Gordon, and 
Captain Alex. Reed.

Why a soldier should be denied the privilege of 
buying more than one peas of the one thing he so 
much needs, and is allowed to buy as much as he 
pleases of all other things that he does not care 
about isa mystery. Can it be for sanitary reasons? 
If so, those in authority must be short-sighted, for no 
man who has ever acquired the habit of smoking or 
chewing is going to stint himself in that luxury for 
the sake of a paltry dollar. It only amounts to an 
unnecessary tax of about a dollar per month for the 
soldier and seems to me entirely unwarranted under 
the provisions of G. O. 100, series 1882, which plainly 
states : 

I. The *“ Act making appropriations for the sup- 
port of the Army,etc., having prescribed that tobacco 
shall hereafter be furnished to enlisted men of the 
Army under such regulations as are prescribed for 
other articles, par. 2208 (restricting issue to one pound) 
is hereby annulled. 

II. Tobacco will be furnished hereafter to enlisted 
men under pars. 2212 and 2220 as amended by this 
order, Viz.,”’ .

This, it seems to me, plainly leaves the question as 
to quantity entirely to the discretion of the post and 
company commanders, and it is to be hoped that in 
the near future it may be so construed by those in 
authority.

, The general health of the Army has been good ; 
sickness has been 1-5 less than last year and the death 
rate shows marked reduction. 

The number of cases treated in hospital, 590.4 per 
thousand of strength. 

In the U.S. Navy it was 888.7 per thous. forthe force 
afloat during the year 1884. Among the British 
troops serving in the United Kingdom from 1870-79 

per thous., and for troops serving at home an 

abroad, 1,025 per thous. The German army for seven 
years of peace, 1875-81, gives a rate of 315.4 per thous. 
of strength. The French army, 1872-77, a rate of 310 
ber thous. treated in [nfirmerie,and an additional rate 
of 237 per cent. treated in yr pees and the Belgian 
army, 1862-67, 604.4 per cent. of strength. The num- 
ber of injuries reported was nearly 18 per cent. of 
all causes of admission, against 14 per cent., as shown 
im my last report. 

The death rate for commissioned officers was 
slightly higher during the year than for en- 
listed men or as 10.7 per thousand is to 10 
per thousand of strength. The period of great- 
est relative mortality among the former was 
between 36 and 40 years of age, and between the 
twentieth and twenty-fifth years of service. Among 
the enlisted men, leaving out the small number ser-

The rate was: Cavalry, 10.9; infantry, 9.2; artil- 
lery, 7; recruits at depot, 17; engineer battalion, 13; 
signal corps, 20; average of cases treated, 7.2. 

The highest death-rates were reached during the 
months of June and September; the lowest in May. 
During the first enlistment, the first year of service 
was the most fatal, as it had nearly doubled the rate 
of any succeeding year in that period ; the fifth year 
stood next. During the third enlistment the mor- 
tality was no higher than the average rate among 
those serving their third, fourth and fifth years in 
the first enlistment. Ratios for the second enlist- 
ment are not given, as the number of men actually 
serving during that period is not known to this 
Office. The lower death-rate of native troops is of 
interest, and seems to bear out the popular belief 
that the native white American has a greater pro- 
portion of vital force, and greater resisting power 
to disease and death. Among foreign born, who 
form any considerable part of the Army, the Irish 
take first rank on the mortality list, 15 per thous.; 
the Germans second, 13.4 per thous.; the English 
third, 9.5 per thousand. 

The discharges disabilities were 36.1 per thous. of 
strength. Cavalry, 41.5 per thous.; Infantry, 38.4 
per thous.; Artillery, 37.8 per thous. 

The injuries were in excess of the rate for the pre 
vious year, or as 273 to 258 per thous. of strength. 21 
cases of shot wounds are reported as received at the 
rifle target, against 9 for the previous year; 5 of 
these resulted fatally; in one case the marker was 
instantly killed by a shot through the chest. 

The recommendation as to the urgent claims of 
hospital stewards of the Army to be placed, as re- 
gards pay and allowances, in a position commen- 
surate with the important nature of their duties, is 
renewed, and the enactment of the following bill 
suggested, providing that the hospital stewards be 
composed of two classes: those appointed by the 
Secretary of War and permanently attached to the 
Medical Department to constitute the first class, 
with $25 a month, and those appointed by the writ- 
ten order of a commanding officer, upon the recom- 
mendation of a medical officer, the second class, 
with $25 a month; each class to receive the increase 
for continuous service now allowed by law, and the 
allowances of quarters. fuel, rations, and clothing, 
etc., to be as now, or as may hereafter be, fixed by 
law or regulations; the number of the first class to 
be determined by the Secretary of War from time 
to time upon the recommendation of the Surgeon- 
General; a satisfactory examination as to fitness 
and ability to perform his duties to precede appoint- 
ment; no person to be designated for examination 
except upon the written authority of the Surgeon- 
General. 

An estimate has been prepared for the next fiscal 
year to provide suitable quarters for hospital 
stewards at military posts. There are 11 medical 
officers on sick leave of absence; of these, four have 
been found incapacitated for active service and

ANNUAL REPORT OF CHIEF OF ENGINEERS. 


Tue attention of Congress is invited by General 
Newton, Chief of Engineers, U. 8. A.. to the de- 
fenceless condition of our seacoast and lake frontier. 
This subject received careful consideration in the 
report of the Chief of Engineers submitted at the 
last session of Congress. As the question of the de- 
fensive system of the country, as far as the ports at 
which fortificatious or other defences are most 
urgently required, has been referred by Congress to 
a Board of which the Secretary of War is president, 
the Chief of Engineers, in his annual report sub- 
mitted at this time, restricts his estimates to what is 
required for the repair and modification of existing 
works and for torpedoand harbor defence. It is 
presumed that the report of the Board will present 
the subject of fortifications in its proper light to 
Congress, and it is earnestly hoped that the com- 
mencement of an elaborate system of defence may 
no longer be delayed for lack of appropriations. 
The limited amount of funds available during the 
past year has been mainly applied to placing in ser- 
viceable condition the platforms of heavy guns and 
mortars bearing upon the channels of entrance to 
the various harbors. 

The funds with which the works for the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors were prosecuted during 
the past fiscal year were derived from the appro- 
priations of the act of July, 1884, together with such 
few balances as were on hand from previous ap- 
propriations. 

The report sets forth the condition of each im- 
provement, the extent of the work performed dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30, 1885, the amount 
expended, and gives estimates of the probable 
cost of completion, together with an estimute, from 
the officer in charge of each particular work, of the 
amount that can be profitably expended during the 
year. These annual estimates are made in compli- 
ance with the ubove —— requirements of law 
and are not to be considered as carrying with them 
a recommendation, either in respect to the commer- 
cial value of the improvement or to the amount to 
be appropriated, other than for the most economical 
administration of works, the prosecution of which 
had already been approved by Congress. The 
examinations and surveys required and provided 
for in the River and Harbor act of July 5, 1884, have 
been completed and reports of their results were 
transmitted to Congress from time to time —_s 
its session. The act provides that no survey shal 
be made until the local engineer has reported, after 
a preliminary examination, that the locality is 
worthy of improvement; and, further, thatthe 
Chief of Engineers shall direct the making of such 
survey only in the case where, in his LS ee the 
river or harbor proposed to be surveyed is worthy 
of improvement by the General Government. Of 
the 139 localities enumerated for examination in the 
above act fifty-three were reported as not worthy 
of improvement. 

Action was taken during the year upon such plans 
and locations, as were submitted by parties inter- 
ested, of bridges proposed to be built under author- 
ity of Congress, subject to the approval of the Se- 
cretary of War. A report of the progress made 
between December 21, 1883, and December 19, 1884, 
by the Mississippi River Commission in carrying out 
the work entrusted to it, was transmitted to Con- 


j gress January 5, 1885. A subsequent report of the 


proses of that important work to June w, 1885, 
as been received and will be transmitted to Con- 
gress with the report of the Chief of Engineers, also 
the second report of the Missouri River Commis- 
sion, whose first report was transmitted January 7, 


A statement is given of the work accomplished 
during the year in the removal of wrecks endanger- 
ing or obstructing navigation. 

Tn accordance with the Act of July 5, 1884, a re- 
port will be made early in the ses-ion in regard to 
the occupation or injury by corporations or indivi- 
duals of piers, breakwaters or other structures built 
by the United States in aid of commerce or navi 
tion, and the obstruction of navigable streams b 
bridges, causeways or other structures. The small 
appropriation asked for the next fiscal year for 
surveys required for military purposes and for the 
publication of maps for the use of the War Depart- 
ment is earnestly recommended. 








OUR NAVAL CONSTRUCTORS. 


Tue Brooklyn Eagle publishes a letter dated 
Washington, Nov. 1, which makes an attack all 
along the line upon the capacity of our naval offi- 
cers to design ships. Of the plans for building new 
naval vessels this writer says: 

The objectionable feature about these proceedings is that 
the most difficult part was intrusted to person: entirely in- 
competent for the work and that the Bureau of Construction, 
in the event of failure of the new vessels, will be held re- 
sponsible for the blunder of others. Amateurs and theorists 
appear to have things —_ much their own way, and the 
men of experience and capacity are made to do the work 
under the directicn ot incompetents. 

Secretary aEuer. like his predecessors, is going through 
the ordeal inflicted by the unwarranted and dangerous i 
terference of the sailor officers, a class that is always ready 
to give unasked for advice, which when carried out has 
never yet failed to prove impracticable and disastrous. 

The education of our naval officers is such as to unfit them 
for the calling for which they are ostensibly educated and 
suppo . Too much stress is laid upon teaching the mid- 
shipman matters having no connection whatever with his 
profession—which is tbat of sailing and fighting a vessel. Add 
to this the fact that there is (?) not ships enough to accom- 
modate one-third of the officers, and the natural result is 
that the larger proportion become shore sailors, lounging 
about Our Navy-yards and on other easy berths, with no- 
thing whatever todo. Quite a number become teachers at 
the Naval Academy and in the course of time pick upa 
smattering on various subjects, the special hobby being 
naval construction. There is not a youngster in 
the Navy fresh from Annapolis that does pot hor- 
estly believe himself competent to design and build 
a vessel far superior to any afloat, and as the young 
officer advances in rank the mere fact tbat he 
becomes a lieutenant, lieutenant commander, captain, and 
commodore is accepted as a ——_ a hi 
brother officers that the rank brings with it knowledge, 
until when he reaches the grade of rear admiral he has no- 
thing more to learn and he knows everything. 

Others, not of Sane entertain, however, a quite dif- 
ferent opinion—an opinion based upon observation of what 
these ** perambulating encyclopedias of useful knowledge ’’ 
really accomplish when put to practical test. In the Navy- 
yards these idlers pick up scraps of information, which they 
store away and subsequeatt palm off as their own obserya- 
tions and conclusiuns. On Conds of survey they sit by and 
look wise, with sense enough not to expose their ignorance, 
but never suggesting or recommending anything practical 
unless it is of a very trivial nature. * * * * 

The objection to our naval constructors as a class is that 
they md ye men, that they have served their time in 
ship yards, and from shipwrights have meé naval con- 
structors. John Lenthall, B. F. Delano, and8S. M. Pook were 
of that class, and T. D. Wilson, T. E. Webb, P. Hichborn and 
others are also shipwrights and constructors. In the absence 
of any proof positive itis slanderous to charge this class of 
officers with being incompetent, and it would only justice 
to give them an opportunity to show what they are capable 
of doing. * * * Theclamor for theory has, however, re- 
sulted in the introduction in the naval constructor’s corps of 
aclass of men that are emineutly theoretical and as eminently 
ignorant in practice. 

Of the course pursued by Messrs. Gatewood and 
Bowles, the correspondent of the wa tells us that 
while Gatewood was credited with 5,101 and Bowles 
with 4,616 marks out of a total possible 8,550; or 60 
and 54 per cent. respectively, taking the subjects 
directly touching upon their profession, such as de- 
cotpere geometry, steam and steam engine, prac- 
tical shipbuilding and ship design and calculation, 
the marks obtaimed were only 1,120 and 359, or 46 
and 35 per cent. respectively. For practical ship- 
building Gatewood obtained 290 out of a possible 600 
marks and- Bowles only 193, while in ship design and 
calculation the former scored 275 out of 500 and the 
latter only 158 out of 500. He continues: 


Gatewood left the college after a two terms’ study, while 
Bowles completed the full three years, of nine months each. 
Chief Engineer Shock remarked that “their records thus 
far have been alike honorable to the young gentlemen, 
satisfactory to the Department and complimentary in the 
highest degree to the United States Naval Academy.” 
thers, not of the Navy, entertain a different i about 
this whole matter and look upon it as a farce, a discredit to 
the Academy and a waste of public money, still further 
aggravated by the Secretary when he appointed these men 
at the ages ef 23 and 22 respectively as Assistant Naval Con- 
structors in the United States Navy with a salary of $2,000a 


year. 

Considering the fact that the teachers at Annapolis are 
chiefly naval officers, selected for such ——e 4 simply to give 
a large surplus something to do, and there is not one among 
them all who have ever designed or built a ship, it must ap- 

self evident that the knowledge obtained ~ the youth 
‘rom men whom it would be courtesy to style amateurs 
must be decidedly superficial, 

Continuing the comparative merits of the English gradu- 
ate with that of Gatewood and Bowles, the utter lack of 
good judgement of the Secretary becomes stil) more evident. 

The British graduates are divided into three classes, ac- 
cording to their merits, all rated as assistant constructors, 
but none of them ned assuch. The first class receive 
salaries ranging from $1,250 to $1,500; the second class, 
to $750. They are sent back to the dockyards, where they 
are ne as foremen, quartermen and leading men, and 
itis only through yews of good behavior, study and com- 

titive examimations that any one of them to the 

uties and responsibilities of an assistant constructor, con- 
structor, chief constructor and finally to di r. 

Secretaries Hunt, Thompson and Chandler, through the bad 
advice of such men as Shock, Porter and Meade, thought the 
graduate, which England places in a dock yard as a quarter- 
man orleading man, to be fully competent and entitled to 
the honor, duty and pay of an Assistant Constructor, and to 
cap the climax the same mischievous influences have pushed 
forward one of these young men to perform a duty which 
in any other country is entrusted only to persons of mature 
judgment, practical knowledge and ex mee. It will be 
no short of an accident if anything creditable turns 
out from such an experiment as now witnessed, where 
assurance is mistaken for actual worth, and where the 
knowledge of the individual depends largely

SCHOOLS IN THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


* ‘THE necessity of institutions for instruction, espe- 
cially of officers and non-commissioned officers, to a 
standard beyond what is generally looked ut as suf- 
ficient under the system as it exists at present, has 
been pointed out by the Army AND Navy JOURNAL 
on every occasion when the subject was under dis- 
cussion. There is probably no class of men possessed 
of more zeal, earnestness, and good will in the inter- 
ests of the milita~y service than our citizen soldiers, 
and particularly those holding commissions among 
them. But on the other hand there is no calling 
which shows the same percentage of individuals who 
professionally fall below the requirements of the 
positions Occupied by them. This is so because in the 
National Guard there are too many instances where 
organizations are managed according to vague and 
crude notions of half-informed individuals instead 
of a sound system of definite and thorough educa- 
tion on points with which the inferior grades of 
commissioned officers particularly, should be fa- 
miliar. Military knowledge, of whatever degree, 
cannot be acquired otherwise. Inherent military 

genius is phenomenal. The ordimary run of mankind, 

to be useful as soldiers need military training, and 
mere memorizing of tactics and an occasional march 

for an hour or so on the floor of an armory will not 

furnish this in a proper degree. Although we prob- 
ably do not need a more zealous, yet we do want a 

better instructed corps of officers in the National 

Guard, and we repeat it, the only way to obtain 

them is to establish schools for their education. There 
may be a few organizations which get along fairly 
well under the present system, but taking the Guard 
as a whole, the contrary is the case. One of the best 
regiments, the 22d, has during the last season or two, 

maintained regimental classes of theoretical instruc- 
tion of its officers and non-commissioned officers, 
and nithough the affair may be regarded as still in 

its infancy it 1s only necessary to point to the recent 

achievements of the regiment in a purely practical 
military respect to prove its efficacy. Other or- 

ganizations like the 12th seem to drop slowly into 

line, but the matter is regarded as an innovation and 
as such, if left to itself, it will only be adopted in 

isolated cases. To make the system effective and of 

value, it needs the approval of the highest authority, 

and compulsory attendance. Voluntary measures in 

such matters are contrary to military principles. 

For this reason it gives us pleasure to notice that 
the Albany authorities have at last recognized the 
importance of improvements in this direction as ap- 

pears from the following letter of Adjutant General 

Farnsworth to Major General Molineux, command- 

ing the 2d Division: 

i have the honor to call your attention to the ne- 
cessity of schools of instruction for officers and non- 
commissioned officers in your command, and to re- 
quest you to give this matter your personal care and 
attention as far as may be practicable and advisable. 

I take the liberty to suggest to you to endeavor to 
devise a plan for having in your command, besides 
the school of instruction in tactics, schools, or more 
properly, lectures on subjects connected closely 
with the military services; for instance, on the 
theory of rifle practice, clerical duties, military law, 
proceedings of military courts, relation of the mili- 
tury to the civil authorities, rights, powers, and du- 
ties of officers, especially commanding officers, and 
also especially in cases of tumults, riots, breaches of 
the peace, etc., when called upon to aid the civil au- 
thorities; methods of attack and defence, erection 
of temporary works of defence, subsisting and trans- 

orting corps, medical and hospital service, organ- 
zation of ambulance corps, <a off wounded: 
and temporary aid to such, especially when no med- 
= officer is on hand, or immediately procurable, 


etc. 

Many other subjects will no doubt occur to you 
that will be of service to instruct the officers and 
non-commissioned officers in, and you will no doubt 
find proper instructors among tbe officers of your 
command after some notice to them. 

While this recognition of the subject at General 
Headquarters is an immense step in the right direc- 
tion, yet it does not go to the root of the evil as it 
exists now. The proper remedy liesin the estabhish- 
ment of a school with permanent instructors from 
which officers can graduate, as we have often before 
stated. J 

So far as General Molineux and the 2d Division 
are concerned, it is no more than fair to say that a 
system of lectures of the sort referred to has been 
in operation there ever since the present Division 
Commander had command. General Molineux asa 
student of the military art and its exponent practi- 
cally and theoretically is too well known to require 
special reference here.

MILITARY SIGNALLING.

‘oO nen equip the Signal Corps of the 
Army. e desires to have, if possible, a uniform equi 
ment and system of instruction and practice adopted by the 
Army and National Guards, the desirability, or rather the 
necestity of such uniformity being CS my toall. Anew 
manual of instructions for the Signal Corps of the Army is 
now being prepared, but, until it is completed, Myer’s Man- 
ual will continue to be used. 

It is thought from long experience, that any system of 

army ng. to be successful, and stand the test of war, 
must have for its basis and groundwork, a id and thor- 
ough course of elementary instruction and drills, with some 
simple apparatus, and it is certain that the equipment for 
this elementary training in visual signals must be some 
form of flag and torch. Nothing has yet been devised or 
used by any army that will meet all the uirements of 
general service in actual warfare so completely as the flag 
and torch ; but it is believed that the * Kit’ used during the 
late war, and still in use by the Sign:l Corps, and the militia 
of several of the States, can be considerably improved in some 
of its minor details. Experiments are now be made with 
this object in view, ana will continue until the end is at- 
tained. In all this work the Chief Signal Officer greatly de- 
sires, and will gratefully receive and acknowledge, the 
assistance of officers of the National Guard. 
He would therefore be pleased to enter into correspond- 
ence with you on the subject of this letter, with the object, 
as before stated, of securing uniformity of equipment and 
instruction and practice, and hearty co-operation between 
the Army Signal Corps and the National Guard. 

Enclosed please find a form of monthly report of instruc- 
tions and practice in use in the regular Service, a supply of 
which be furnished you for use if desired; a en- 
closed is 2 form of message blank for use in the field prac- 
tice. This office would pleased to receive from youa 
consolidated report, monthly, of the instructions and prac- 
tice had by the State troops.

SEWELL BILL. 


A Bill to amend section 1661 of the Revised Statutes, mak- 
ing ‘an annual appropriation to provide arms for the militia.

“Sec. 2. That said appropriation shall be apportioned 
among the several States and Territories on the books of the 
Ordnance Department by the Chief of Ordnance of the 
Army, under the direction of the Secretary of War, accord.

gress of the United States: Provided. however, That each 
State and Territory Shall only be entitled to the benefits of 
so much of the appropriation apportioned to it as the pro.

[New. he present 
low appropriation is “for the whole body of the militia,” 
and the distribution is made according to the strength of the 
uniformed militia. These sections substitute the active 
militia in its place and limit its numbers. } 

“ Sec. 4 at the purchase or manufacture of ordnaticé, 
ordnance stores, and tents for the militia under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be made by the Chief of Ordnance of 
the Army, under the direction of the Secretary of War, and 
they shall be receipted for and shall remain the property of 
the United States, and be annually accounted for to the 
Chief of Ordnance of the Army by the governors of the 
States and Territories, for which purpose the Chief of Ord- 
nance of the Army, under the direction of the Secretary of 
War, shall prescribe and supply the necessary blanks, and 
make such regulations as he may deem necessary to protect 
the interest of the United States. |New. Revised by General 
Benét. There is now no system of accountability.] 

“Sec. 5. That ail arms, equipments, ordnance stores, or 
tents which may become unserviceable or unsuitable shall 
be examined bya board of officers of the militia, and its 
report shal) be forwarded by the governor of the State or 
Territory direct, to the Chief of Ordnance of the Army for 
the action of the Secretary of War, who shall direct what 
disposition, by sale or otherwise, shall be made of them; and 
the proceeds of such sale shall be covered into the Treasury 
of the United States.

G. S.—Apply to the Superintendent of the Mint, 
Philadelphia, Pa, State your qualifications, and submit 
your testimonials as to character and ability, and you may 
secure a place. 

Alfred asks : Would a person having short legs 
be rejected for that cause at West Point? ANns.—Not neces- 
sarily. if there was no deformity and his stature should be 
up to the prescribed standard, at least five feet in height. 


Miles asks: Has the position of Military Store- 
keeper, U.S. A., been abolished? Ans.—Under the Acts 
of Congress approved June 23, 1874, and March 3, 1875, the 
grade will cease to exist **as soon as the same becomes va- 
cant by death, resignation, or otherwise of the present in- 
cumbents.” 

Hot Trailasks: 1. Can a soldier be prosecuted 
by the civil authorities for not paying a debt? ANns.—Sec. 
1237, Rev. Stat., is still in force, and provides as follows: “No 
enlisted man shall during his term of service, be arrested on 
mesne process, or taken, or charged in execution for any 
debt, unless it was contracted before his enlistment, and 
amounted to $20.00 when first contracted.” 

Co. ‘‘F” asks: Should a man leave Austria, not 
of age for military service at the time, come to the U.&., 
serve five years in the U.S. Army, then being discharged 
and taking out his naturalization papers, could he be pun- 
ished if he returned on a visit to Austria? ANs.—If once an 
Austrian subject, and he returned there, he would undoubt- 
edly become amenable to the laws of the Empire. 

T. J. J. asks: Is it proper for guides and file 
closers at company morning inspection and at muster to 
execute rey arms with the company? ANs,—Custom in 
the Service differs, We see no reason why they should exe- 
cute it at Sunday morning inspection, but hold that the 
support would be proper at muster.

Red, White, and Blue asks: 1. Can the son of 
a deceased Army officer, who served in the last war, become 
amember of the Loyal Legion? Ans.—The constitution pro- 
vides for the admission of the eldest male lineal descendant, 
according to the rules of primogeniture, of officers who have 
been killed in battle or died while in the service of the Na- 
tional Government during the actual existence of the Rebel- 
lion, and who would have been eligible for membership in 
the Order had they survived. The eldest male lineal descend- 
ant of deceased companions of the first class of the Order 
are also eligible upon attaining the age of 21 years. 

2. What 1s the initiation fee and average yearly expense? 
Ans.—The initiation fee is $35; annual dues to dent mem» 
bers, $10, to non-resident members, $5. 

Regular asks: 1. Where the guard is mounted 
without an officer of the guard, in single rank and without 
division into platoons, should the non-commissioned officer 
second in rank take his post on the left, or cover the senior 
in line of file clusers, and the third ranking non-commis- 
sioned officer take post as left guide? Ans.—Tactics pre- 
acribe, page 365, that “if the guard be too small to be div- 
ided into platoons, the senior sergeant who commands the 
guard places himself on the right of the front rank, and is 
cove by the right guide in the rear rank.” In your case, 
there being no rear rank, the 2d sergeant. according to the 
dictates of common sense, should cover the senior in line of 
file closers, where, according to par. 247, his vo 4 position 
would be at least at the command rear open order. The 3d 
ranking non-commissioned officer stands on the left of the 
front rank. 

2. The 3d sergeant takes the right of the company in 
marching off dress parade. 

Ignoramus asks: Is a non-commissioned officer 
detailed as acting commissary sergeant at a post where there 
is no commissary sergeant entitled to extra duty pay? 
Ans.—The Secretary of War has decided that “ enlisted men 
detailed to act temporarily as commissa) sergeants are 
allowed extra pay at 35 cents per day for the time so em- 
ployed as clerks in the Subsistence Department.” 

2. Would a Ist sergeant be entitled to extra duty pay in 
such a case if doing the duty in addition to his duty proper ? 
Awns.—We presume so, éf he were so detailed, bui question 
the propriety of such a detail. Ist sergeants are appointed 
for a specific purpose, and are supposed to be at all times on 
hand to attenu to the requirements of the company. 

8. What are the chances for the passage by next Congress 
of the bill toincrease the pay of non-commissioned officers? 
Ans.—It cannot be stated now. An increascis favored both 
in and out of the Army, and if Congress can be got to take 
ae of the matter zealously, doubtless good results would 

ollow. 

‘‘Tex.” asks: A few days since our company 
(Sealy Rifles) buried a member. The distance of the march 
was not less than three miles. I had command of the com- 
p:ny and when about a third of the distance permitted the 
men to change their pieces froma reverse, and gave them 
the different movements in the manualin order to rest them, 
and when we arrived within about 200 yards of the burial 
ground, brought them back to reverse. For doing so I have 
been severely criticised by members of other military or- 
ganizations? ANns.—Tactics page 378, 5th section, from top 
of page, authorizes the route step under such circumstances. 
You did therefore not commit an’ impropriety in giving up 
the reverse arms, but the manual was hardly the thing. The 
route step provided all the rest for the men necessary. 

2. How is a squad brought toa rise from fire kneeling after 
being given ready or aim, anditis not desired to have them 
fire? ANns.—Par. 47 directs that the firings kneeling are ex- 
ecuted by the same commands as when standing. We should 
give the command recover arms, direct the men to bring 
the hammer to half cock and then command “rise.” . This 
may not be according to the rulesof fancy drill, but it is cer- 
tainly common sense.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE powerful armorclad to be laid down at Pem- 
broke is to be named the Nile, while a sister ship— 
to be built at Portsmouth—will be named the 
Trafalgar. 

Tue French ironclad Foudroyant has been re- 
named the Courbet, in honor of the admiral whose 
remains were recently brought back to France in his 
flagship, the Bayard. 

Tue Militar-Wochenblatt recommends that bands- 
men in the German Army should be trained in am- 
bulance work, so as to act as bearers to the wounded 
when the regiment is mm action. 

Tue British military authorities have decided on 
at once issuing the new Enfield-Martini rifle, 40 cali- 
bre, to the Army without waiting for the Ordnauce 


THERE is no playiugat soldiers in Germany. While 
a German infan officer was walking, in civilian 
attire, over a portion of the Metz fortifications last 
week, he was challenged by a rs and, as he 
took no notice, the sentry fired, and the officer fell 
dead on the spot. 

A DESPATCH from Madrid confirms the recent 
statement that the United States Government has 
intimated to Spain that if the latter's sovereiguty of 
the Caroline Islands js recognized the American 
Protestapt mission must be respected and freedom 
of religion permitted. 

A DESPATCH of Nov. 1 from Constantinople, says 
The War Office has issued orders to stop all further 
mobilization of troops. The official report shows 
that Turkey now possesses under arms 430,000 men, 
all well equipped, arme:!, and clothed. Making due 
allowance for the troops stationed in other parts of 
the empire remote from the disturbed provinces, 
this means that the Turkish army now iu the field 
ready for immediate action cannot be less than 
150,000 strong. ‘ 

Two powerful vessels are now being constructed at 
the Elswick Works for the Japane3se Government. 
They are called the Naniwa Kan and the Takachiho 
Kan,and both are armed with two 10in. and six 6 
in. Krupp guns. No official trial has yet taken place, 
but at the preliminary trial the former exhibited a 
speed of 19 knots an hour. Some Japanese officers 
have already arrived to take charge of them, and a 
full complement of officers and men will be sent 
from — to take them out. It 13 expected that 
they will be ready to sail about the end of the year. 

Some New York capitalists have formed a 
syndicate for carrying out an extensive system of 
railway construction in’ China, under concessions 
which the government of thatcountry will be asked 
to grant the late Pacific mail steamer from San 
Francisco carried General Wilson, the agent of the 
syndicate, who will offer terms for the concessions. 
Certain English and German firms are reported to 
be also competing. 

Two officers of the Spanish Army have fought a 
duel near the Madrid Munieipal Churchyard, pistols 
being the weapons, and the distance arranged being 
twenty-five paces. Botb were to advance five paces 
at each shot until one of the two combatants fell 
dead. Captain Jacquetot fired first and his adver- 
sary responded without any result. Captain Jac- 
guetot then advanced five steps, but his pistol went 
off before the signal was given. His adversary in- 
sisted on his having another chance. Captain Jac- 
quetot then fired a sevund time, and wounded his 
adversary in the leg. The latter then advanced five 
paces and shot the captain, the bullet entering the 
eye. Two letters were found in Captam Jacquetot’s 
pocket. In the first be informed his wife that he 
was fighting a duel to save the honor of his family ; 
in the second he requested the authorities to accuse 
nobody of bis death. 

Mr. F. Scurcuavu, of Elbing, lately received an 
order for twenty-three boats for the German Navy, 
and hus recently delivered ten of this number. On 
their trial trips they attained a mean speed of 20 
knots per hour. The Chinese Navy, in addition to 
nine small boats 85 ft. long, bas just placed an order 
with the same firm, for a large torpedo boat 164 ft. 
long and 20 ft. beam, with triple expansion engines 
to indicate 1500 horse power. This boat is to run at 
aspeed of from 22 to 23 knots an hour. . Schi- 
chau is also building three torpedo boats for the 
Russian Navy of the same type as those of the Ger- 
man Navy. These are to carry coal for steaming, 
fully equipped, 1200 miles at an average speed of f 
knots, and are to be capable of making over 19 knots 
per bour. 

THe Germans take an unfavorable view of the 
isolated forts and entrenched camps with which the 
French have replaced their old line of fortresses 
along the eastern frontier, from Strasburg to Metz, 
forming the first line of defence almost to the fron- 
tier, and also of the defences in Cham e, which 
constitute the second line. In the first line of de- 
fence, running from Belfort to Belgium, there are 
60 isolated forts; in the second line 21, not including 
those whieh flank Laon and Soissons. It may be 
added that a great many French officers are op- 
posed to all this fortification for several reasons, and 
among others because it will tend to destroy the 
élan of the French soldier. The Germans say that 
this new Chinese wall presents more dangers for the 
troops making use of it than for the enemy, for 
stra cal and other reasons. 

H. M. 8S. Impérieuse has developed on her trial 
10,000 horse-power, or 2,000 in excess of the contract. 
The total consumption of fuel per unit of horse- 
power ‘lid not exceed 2}41b. Four runs were made 
upon the measured mile in Stokes Bay, with the fol- 
lowing results: First run, 15.7 kaoots; second run, 
18.2 knots; third run, 164% knots; fourth run, 17.3 
knots, giving a mean of 17.213 knots an hour, which 
fully justifies the high estimate of the ship’s speed. 
There was hardly any appreciable vibration experi- 
enced on board, the sheathing of the steel hull with 
wood, it is thought, tending to absorb the commo- 
tion produced by the propellers. The time required 
to get the helm hard over was 15 seconds, the esti- 
mated pull upon the chain being equal to 17 tons. 
The half-circles to starboard and port were accom- 
plished in 2 min. 14 sec., and the full circles in 4 min. 
31 sec., the mean diameter being 600 yards.

Tue French field artillery, besides the 5-centi- 
metre (2 inch) and 7-centimetre (2% inch), rifled 
bronze breech-ioaders, is armed with the lined and 
rifled steel breech-loader of 80.90 and 95 millimetres 
calibre (3 inches,and 3.7 inches respectively) of Bange 
and Lahitolle respectively.
